IN THE LIMELIGHT 


Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personalities of Men Powerful in the World of 
Amusement, Whether or Not Prominent in the Public Eye 


Maclyn Arbuckle is a Texan by birth. 
He made his entry upon life at San An- 
tonio, July 9, 1866. His father was a 
Scotchman by birth and his mother a 
Virginian. Much of Arbuckle’s early 
education was gained in school at Glas- 
gow, Scotland, and in Boston. He was 
prepared for Harvard at the English 
and Classical School of West Newton, 
Mass. 


Maclyn should become an Episcopal 


It was a parental intention that 


clergyman, but he rebelled against that 
form of occupation and went back to 
his home in Galveston in 1883. The cler- 
ical idea being sidetracked, the elder Ar- 
buckle placed his son in line to become 
a physician by securing for him a posi- 
tion in a local drug store at $15 a month. 
At the end of two months Maclyn had 
drawn no salary, and had broken bottles 
and mixed wrong syrups to a sufficient 
extent to wipe out his earnings and 
leave his father in debt to the druggist 
to the figure of $16.75. From the chem- 
ist’s shop to a hardware store young 
Arbuckle was transferred, apparently 
upon the theory that his liabilities for 
breakage would be reduced in these sur- 
roundings. One week settled the hard- 
ware business, and then the youth was 
taken to his father’s office, where he 
remained until the family removed to 
Dallas. There the elder Arbuckle es- 
tablished a bond and banking business 
and purchased a large stock farm for 
the purpose of raising thoroughbred 
cattle of the Holstein and Jersey breeds. 
Maclyn was made manager of the farm, 
for which he developed considerable apt- 
itude. Moreover, he liked it, and would 
Probably have been at it yet, only his 
father had higher aims for him, and 
placed him in a banking house in Dallas. 
‘le couldn’t endure the life, however, 
and determined to face the world for 
himself. He turned up in Texarkana, 
Tex., and in 1885 entered a law office 
and began to study law. Meanwhile he 
earned his living by keeping books and 
copying briefs, and was admitted to the

bar in 1887, four months before his 
twenty-first birthday. 

His first case, in which he was as- 
signed by the court to defend a mur- 
derer, he won with the assistance of 
another young attorney, but he had a 
hard time of it making ends meet upon 
his fees, which consisted of broken- 
down cattle and infirm implements. In 
1888 he ran for Justice of the Peace, and 


he was defeated in the fall election. 
Meanwhile Arbuckle had taken up the 
study of Shakespeare, and had varied 


his political speeches with recitations 
from the various tragedies at the polit- 
ical gatherings and barbecues. In this 
pursuit he gained many admirers for his 
elocutionary qualities, and they fre- 
quent urged him to adopt the stage for 
a living. He wrote for advice toa New 
York amusement paper, and received 
through the “Correspondence Column” 
the curt direction: “Continue to study 
law in Texarkana.” This well-meant 
advice was not taken, however, for a lit- 
tle later Pete Baker, the German come- 
dian, came along with his company, in 
which had occurred a vacancy. Arbuckle 


was invited to join the Baker forces at 
a very fair salary for a beginner, $25.00 
a week. a } 

Later he became a member of the or- 
ganization supporting Marie Prescott 
and R. D. MacLean, playing the Shakes- 
perean repertoire. This gave the young 
actor much valuable experience, and he 
was fairly developed as a player when 
Charles Frohman engaged him for Men 
and Women. Since then he has assumed 
many roles in the very best companies, 
including one season in the Fawcett 
stock organization of San Francisco, 
where he had the leading comedy and 
character parts to play, among them the 
entire jist of William H. Crane’s suc- 
cesses. One of his most pronounced hits 
in New York was made in the central 
part in George Broadhurst’s comedy, 
Why Smith Left Home. This imperson- 
ation was continued for two seasons, in- 
cluding a four months’ run in London 
and a long stay in New York. In the 
summer of 1903 he was engaged by Hen- 
ry W. Savage to create the prominent 
role of Hon. Jim Hackler in George 
Ade’s comedy, The County Chairman. 
In this wholly delightful work Arbuckle 
made his first appearance in the autumn 
at South Bend, Ind., and played the char- 
acter part for four years as a star. 

His talents are by no means confined 
to acting, however, as he is also a paint- 
er of very considerable merit and a writ- 
er of fiction who must be considered, in- 
asmuch as a number of short stories, il- 
lustrated by himself, have been received 
with favor by the public at large during 
the year. 

Mr. Arbuckle again went under the 
management of Klaw & Erlanger and 
Joseph Brooks, April, 1907, appearing 
as Slim Hoover, Sheriff, in the produc- 
tion of The Round-Up. Mr. Arbuckle 
added to his fame in this play through 
the expression: “Hell! Nobody loves a 
fat man,” and rolling a cigarette with 
one hand. He appeared for three sea- 
sons as the Sheriff in this play. The 
following season Mr. Arbuckle ap- 
peared in The Circus Man. 

Then came an offer from the vaude- 
ville managers, and he appeared suc- 
cessfully in The Welcher, by Robt. H. 
Davis, which he played until this sea- 
son. 

This season he is appearing in a vau- 
deville playlet, entitled The Reformed 
Candidate.

Six months later, at Palm 
Beach, where she is posing as a widow, she 
again meets the Duke. He resumes bis wooing, 
and through the widow's mingled feelings of 
reluctance and her desire to courted, many 


amusing situations arise. He finally wins and 
she forgives him. 

The play is practically between these two 
characters, well played by Miss Bates and 
Bruce McRae. There are many sparkling wordy 
passages-at-arms, and occasionally situations 
arise that hover perilously close to the border 
line of risque. 

Next to Miss Bates and Mr. McRae, Miss 
Adelaide Prince is offered the most opportuni- 
ties, and deserves credit: for the exceptional 
manner in which she takes advantage of them. 
The other parts are small, but well taken 
care of.

“In Nobody's Widow Blanche Bates turns 
comedienne and exercises a variety of wiles 
that have had little play for—well, how -!

The 
diary, however, contained nothing really ia- 
criminating, and the husband is abou: to forgive 
her when it occurs to him that she probably 
told the artist of her love for another with the 
hope that the shock would kill him. The doctor 
leaves, and the unhappy wife is prevented from 
suicide by a faithful] servant, whe assures her 
that her husband will come back to ber. 

Miss Ware has a role that offers her ample 
opportunity to display her undoubted ability 
as an emotional actress, and wag never before 
seen to better advantage. Miss Jessie Ralph 
was a sinister figure and gave a superb piece 
of acting as the widow seeking revenge. Mr. 
Harrison Hunter was effective in the part ef 
Dr. Bristol, and George W. Barnum made the 
most of the rather unnecessary part of Prof.

Representatives of Leading Carnival Companies of the United States in Meeting on 
March 8, at the Wellington Hotel, Chicago, Organize and Incorporate the 


Carnival Managers’ Association of America. 


Chicago, March 9 (Special to The Ri'ibeerd). 
Gathered together in response to the invita- 
tion extended at the preliminary meeting held at 
the Wellington Hotel on February 6, which call 
was wade through the columns of The Billboard 
of the issues of February 17 and March 9, 
representatives of America’s leading carnival 
organizations in person or by proxy, met yes- 
terday aftenoon at the Wellington Hotel in this 
elty and organized The Carnival Managers’ As- 
sociation of America. Additional meetings for 
the consideration of by-laws were held in the 
evening, and this afternoon and a date was 
set for the next regular meeting, which is 
scheduled for March 17 at 2 p. m. 

This meeting marked the culmination of six 
ang of earnest effort on the part of J. George 

and other thoughtful carnival men to 
organize the carnival business of America along 
lines that have been adopted by every 
ether branch of the amusement profession. 

Tom W. Alien, of Wortham & Allen, who 
was called to the post of temporary chairman, 
voiced the sentiments of the entire assemblage 
when he remarked: ‘‘Why should we not or- 
ganize? Ail other interests in the entire realm 
of amusement are banded together for mutual 
protection and the adjustment of difficulties; 
the carnival business alone is conducted upon 
an ‘eat-cach-other-up-basis.’ Any ten little 
carnivals banded together are stronger and bet- 


ter than the field, and the moral weight of 
these ten, exerted for the uplift of the busi- 
mess can absolutely shape it in time.’’ 


The meeting was called to order at 2 o'clock

BERRY HAS NARROW ESCAPE, 


St. Louis, Mo., March 10 (Special to The 
Billboard).—Albert Berry, the first man to 
make a parachute jump from an aeroplane, nar- 
rowly escaped a fatal fall today, when he again 
leaped from a biplane 700 feet in the air, pilot- 
ed by Anthony Jannus, at Kinloch Field, St. 
Louls County. For a second his death seemed 
to be imminent, for the parachute was nearer 
the ground than the jumper and he was iw 
danger of falling into its folds and preventing 
its opening. 

The southeast wind and the propeller draft, 
both blowing in the same direction, are believed 
to have been responsible for the dangerous ef- 
fect, as the aeroplane was headed into a stiff 
gust of wind at the time Berry cut loose. 

After the first hazardous position of the para- 
chute it swung rapidly into the proper position 
for a safe drop, opening fully when about 150 
feet from the aeroplane. It filled quickly, and

~ SPOKES IN THE WHEELS 


Burlesque News of Managers, 


Agents and Performers on Both 


Circuits, Gathered from Here and There and Everywhere, 
Especially for Publication in The Billboard. 
By SYDNEY WIRE. 


The managers of both wheels are beginning to 
look areund their companies to discover who and 
which of their principals they want to retain 
for next seasom and contract blanks are being 
dug up from their hiding places in the bottom 
of desk drawers and Taylor trunks. With the 
principals there is little to worry about and 
the work of casting and filling in purts Is 
comparatively easy compared with the work 
of securing and keeping reliable chorus girls. 
The chorus girl is undoubtedly the hardest prob- 
lem with which the modern burlesque manager 
has to cope and unless steps are soon made 
to remedy the condition, there seems little 
chance of improvement. The manager will re- 
engage possible the whole of his present sea- 
son's . and will keep on signing girls 
for the ene show until the time for rehearsals 
has arrived. The day of the first rehearsal is 
at hand and seven out of the thirty-five girls 
that have been signed put in an appearauce. 
This sort of thing has brought about a highly 
unsatisfactory condition between the manager 
and the chorus girl. ‘The manager is unable to 
trust the chorus girl and the chorus girl won't 
trust the manager, and here's the reason. The 
manager, knowing the erratic habits of the 
average chorus girl and fearing to be stuck at 
rebearsals with deserters and cancellations, is 
forced te protect himself by signing more giris 
than he cam really use, often retaining them at 
the rehearsal halls for several days, giving his 
producer am opportunity of picking out the 
most likely of the assembled aspirants and 
choosing these who are most sulted for the 
style of werk he is putting on. After several 
days half ef the girls are let out and are then 
Obiiged te make another round of the office 
buildings im search of another show. Ofttimes 
girle will rehearse for a whole week and for 
sometimes longer and will then desert the show 
for another with whom they have discovered 
an oki friead, with whom they have been with 

some ether show some previous season or 
where the wardrobe or the place of opening is 
omre te their liking. The unreliability of the 
girls has caused the managers to distrust them 
and the abeve unsatisfactory condition is the 
result. The manager is hardly to be blamed 
although it is hard on a girl to bave to waste 
her time a week or more rehearsing with a 
show, only te be told at the end of the several 
days that she is not wanted. This is especiall 
bad where a girl is not at home in New Yor 
and is rehearsing upon the few dollars she has 
saved from last season’s salary. It's a week 
or more lest and if she isn’t lucky enough to 
find a show within a reasonable space of time, 
her scanty savings are likely to be long ex- 
bausted ere it is time for her show to start 
out. It may be that she gets a show that is 
late beginning to rehearse, which means that 
she has still three weeks before she is really 
working and the first week with a burlesque 
show means half salary. There are no visible 
chances of an improvement over these condi- 
tions and many of the older girls are getting 
out of rehearsals altogether. They are aware 
of the lack of satisfactory girls and know that 
the general run of shows are one or two girls 
short on the day of opening. They watch con- 
ditions closely and apply at all of the local 
burlesque theatres as soon as the season starts 
going. Im the event of their failing to find an 
opening around New York, they immediately 
canvass the offices of the Columbia Theatre 
Bullding and the Knickerbocker Building and 
are soon grabbed up and shipped off to some 
point to fill up an incomplete chorus of a show 
out of town. The girls have two wheels to 
draw from and are taking few chances of their 
remaining very long out of a job. They take 
things easy at home or stay at their summer 
job at Coney Island, North Reach or elsewhere 
until they are good and ready to go to work 
and thea jump to the very show they want right

As far along as Spot No. 6, O’Brien-Havel and 
Co., in their latest success, entitled Monday, 
were the first to utilize the full stage. Al*hough 
O’Brien-Havel and Co. were billed as a success, 
they showed no signs of being such at Hammer- 
stein’s this week. Miss Valeska, as the com- 
pany, sang several uninteresting numbers in a 
half-hearted manner, while Thos, O’Brien 
Havel attempted to arouse enthusiasm with a 
supply of shop-worn slap-stick comedy antics. 
Both Miss Valeska end Mr. Havel are foolish 
to waste time in trying to entertain with a 
sketch so ill-suited to their respective lines. 

Miss Wila Holt Wakefield came on next with 
another musical act. Miss Wakefield has al- 
ways proved a favorite with the big time vau- 
deville patrons. but never proved to be more 
so than this week. Her charming and un!que 
personality, combined with her finished inter- 
pretation of her six numbers brought her en- 
cores and en:ores. For the last of these she 
offered her old-time standby. He’s My Pal, 
getting over nicely and bringing her several 
floral offerings and rounds of hearty applause. 

Elizabeth Brice and Chas. King closed the 
first half of the bill with still another musical 
act. However, the Hammerstein pleasure seek- 
ers never seem to tire of this musical comedy 
team, The edge was taken off their act by 
the over-supply of song and dance offerings on 
the bill. Miss Brice makes three cos‘ume 
changes, while Mr. King looks his best in a 
natty suit of evening ciothes. After singing 
five numbers and dancing to the'r heart’s con- 
tent. the :ouple closed to rounds of solid ap- 
plause, offering Dixie as an encore. Brice and 
King are far and away the best of their kind 
seen arennd New York for some time. 

The Three Keatons opened up the second part 
of the entertainment with a tumbling act, 
which came as a relief. The Keatons work in 
full stage, throwing each other about like so 
many medicine balls. After eighteen minutes 
of fast work and convulsing antics, The Three 
Keatons withdrew to make room for another 
musical act in the person of Emma Carus, who

New York, March 8 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—A bill composed of acts familiar to New 
Yorkers was presented at the Colonial last 
week and aroused enthusiasm to an ordinary 
degree only, although many good acts appear 
and nothing notably inferior can be detected: 
The latter half of the bill claims the best of 
the acts, while the former half is left with 
only one especially good act and one of medi- 
ocre quality. 

The Saunders Troupe open the show. Five 
people, four men and one girl, endeavor to en- 
tertain the audience for some twenty minutes 
with a series of Russian dances. The dancing 
of one of the boys created all the hit this 
company made. The rest of the troupe, one 
of which appears to be a man in woman's cos- 
tume, seem to be very much untrained and not 
necessarily Russians. As an opening act this 
one goes pretty well, although it would not 
create much applause in a later position. 

Jarrow, billed as The Jester, and performing 
a number of exceptionally clever sleight-of-hand 
tricks, went on in second position and did well. 
He works with only a small number of ar- 
ticles and gains most of the attention he com- 
manded through his ability to grasp little op- 
portunities for jests from the happenings while 
he goes through the aisles in search of money 
and other articles he wishes to use. Combined, 
as it is, with the spontaneous dialogue, the 
magical part of this act is extremely amusing 
and Jarrow is to be credited with one of the 
best acts on the bill. 

Willie Brothers came on in third position and 
presented for only the second time in New York 
their almost incomparable equilibrist act, occu- 
pying the full stage for thefr hazardous feats 
of strength and balancing. They are billed as 
a direct importation from Paris and Berlin, 
where they have been performing since their de- 
parture from America some time ago. The act 
was mentioned last week unde the heading of 
New Acts and it can be said that they easily 
duplicated the success of their first week in 
their performance of the second. 

Frank Morrell followed in fourth with a col- 
lection of three songs and some less than clever 
dialogue. He sings the same songs he has sung 
for a long time past and serves as a passable 
fill-in between the full stage acts of Willie 
Brothers and Frank Keenun and Company. 

The latter performance, Mr. Frank Keenan 
and Company, presenting Man to Man, is billed 
as one of the headliners and by many of the 
audience was thought so. It is doubtful whether 
or not this old and illogically plotted act de- 
serves headline position, although it must be 
admitted that Mr. Keenan is a very fine char- 
acter actor and that his act is a ‘‘tear-spiller’’ 
in one of the fullest senses of the word. Mr. 
Keenan has not selected a very fine looking 
company to support him except in the instance 
of his daughter, Miss Hilda Keenan, who plays 
the part of Miss Truman, the office assistant, in 
a most unique manner. The merits in the act 
consist in giving the audience a chance to see 
some of Frank Keenans character work and 
chance to cry a bit, both of which chances 
must be looked upon as valuable and placed on 
the credit side of the act’s ledger. 

Following the intermission, Isabelle D’ Armond, 
presenting Jolly Junk, save one of the most 
pleasing and unique performances on the Dill. 
Miss D'Armond is the real headliner. Her act 
is a jumble of nonsense well described by its 
name. Assisted by Frank Carter, she sings

However, the multitude of regular American 
Music Hall patrons was on hand and filled the 
house from top to bottom, until Bill Spring 
had the 8S. R. O. sign working overtime, 

Jess Edwards opened the entertainment with 
his seven dogs. The canines perform some 
very clever tricks all of which were far from 
the standard to which animal acts so often 
attain. For an animal offering over the smal} 
time Edwards can be relied upon to prove pop- 
ular. 

The two Tiller Sisters followed in a cute 
sister act. They put over three selections with 
three costume changes. Each of their popular 
numbers has the entire house whis‘ling and 
humming before the close. The two girls are 
blessed with unusually good looks, but when 
they appear in their «losing costume there are 
few acts of the kind in or about New York 
who can compare with them. 

For some unforeseen reasen The Musical Dix. 
on followed the Tiller Sisters. Dixon uses 
some clever chatter and original comedy while 
his laughable costuming is of the best. As a 
musical, perhaps Dixon does not come up 
to the mark. However, all life was taken out 
of the offering by the unfortunate spot number 
allotted him on the bill. 

Harry Wilson got over nicely as a whistling 
imitator. H's bird-like imitations were clear 
and true, bringing rounds of good solid ap- 
plause. There is just one comment to make 
on Wilson’s act. It is too short and lacks 
variety. Otherwise the offering would be a 
wise consideration for early spots in the larger 
houses, 

Another musical act in Harry Mayo follow- 
ed. Mayo gained considerable fame as a 
songster with the Empire City Quartette, 
which was considered one of the four best 
singing combinations ever m vaudeville. Mayo 
uses four numbers to continue his popularity, 
each being carefully selected and suitable for 
his rich and powerful bass. The Chantecler 
struck home at once with the humming and 
whistl'ng audience, causing him to close to 
several bows and an encore, 

The principal interest of the bill this week 
easily centered around Chas. Wiidish and Co. 
in The Poolroom. The intensely dramatic offer- 
ing holds attention from the word go, Its in- 
teresting situations only cease when Mr. Wild- 
ish. as Bill Crooks, a jail-bird, cheats the ex- 
ecutioner of his glory by taking his own life. 
The cast consists of six performers, all of 
whom are commendable in their parts. 

Palmer France and Co. filled in nicely as 
the usual comedy sketch entitled The Suf- 
fragette. M'ss Olive Palmer, who recently 
left her family in The Five Piroscoffis, sings 
and dances to her heart’s content. Her interpre- 
tation of Oh You Beautiful Doll with French 
lyrics, is worthy of special mention. Wflard 
Francis and Harry France are two men in the 
case. Mr, France composed a ——, ditty 
entited The Suffragette. He sings this time 
and time again to the delight of the audience. 
The act works eighteen minutes during which 
time they average ten good laughs per minute. 

Sampson and Douglas, in a song and dance 
offering, were the weak spot of the entertain- 
ment, Their comedy is time worn and should 
elther be elim'nated entirely or else undergo 
a thorough reconstruction. Their dancing and 
singing saved them. Their numbers are each 
put over in qa convincing manner, while their 
dancing steps are all new and spectacular. The 
act would show a decided improvement if bet- 
er comedy were hunted up. 

: Togo and Genevieve closed the b‘ll with an 
Al wire act. The act was enti‘led to a spot 
nearer the feature rather than as a closing 
number.

Acts New to New York | 


New York, March 7, (Special to The Bill- 
board.—At the Columbia Theatre the Gordon- 
North Amusement Co, presented The World of 
Pleasure to a good house Monday evening, and 
the public had seen many pretentious musical 
comedies less meriterious than this one which 
is labeled burlesque. 

Without exception, its songs and choruses are 
tuneful and pleasing; i‘s comedy situations 
strong and meaty and in capable hands; its cos- 
tumes new and worn by a chorus young, brik 
and vivacious—all, alas, but one. 

The action is in twe acts, full stage, the first 
being the Belmont Race Track of dear de- 
parted days, dimly discernible, if not recogniz- 
able. by its crowded grand stand. The plot— 
for there is a plot—is plainly apparent in spots, 
and revolves about the very original motive of 
a ‘‘fixed’? race. The action is swift. so swift 
that within fifteen minutes of the opening 
chorus the plot is comprehended, the crooked 
jockey apprebended, the square little rider, Bud 
McGinness, (very <apably done by Tommy Mead) 
is put up in his place. the capable villain by 
Chas. Raymond is discomfited for the nonce, and 
Phrynette Ogden and chorus are singing On the 
Boulevard. 

The same capable bunch do The Rio Grande 
Grind to applause, and then Eddie Foley gets 
away with the musical hit of the evening, 
What's the Good of Money, to three encores. 

Fox & Ward, with Dora Andreae and Sally 
Stewart, follow with My Yiddisha Colleen; Fox 
and his partner, tha: Jewish Feller, are in- 
imitable; and the two colleens, charming in 
green costumes, perform their dances very cred- 
itably. The March of the Jo keys. and en- 
semble by the company is prettily conceived, the 

key costumes being especially s:riking, and 
this is the prelude to the finale of the first act, 
wherein is shown a spirited light bay thorough- 
bred who holds—or rather, is with difficulty 
held on—the stage during a series of march- 
ings. and comedy work by Fox and Stewart, 
Mead and Raymond. 

The second act is laid at Luna Park, the light 
ed towers in the background, and Bill, the 
villain, and chorus, doing spirited work in 
Gay Coney Isle, wherein Mr. Raymond demon- 
strates a gift for chara: ‘ter work. 

They are followed by The Guerrilla Grab 
wherein four girls, in black and white waitress- 
es attire, are alternately embraced and rejected 
by four youths dressed according to the imag- 
inary concep.ion of a New York Apache dis- 
porting himself at Coney. This sort of thing 
had a transitory vogue on Broadway some years 
ago. It is nothing rea] on earth, the dancing 
ig neither graceful nor sensuous, so that it ap- 
peals neither to art nor imagination. and the ac- 
tion of the male characters is peculiarly re- 
volting to any sense of manly decorum. There 
Was no artistic excuse for its interpolation. 
They were recalled four times. 

Plonsky and Pincus (Fox and Stewart) ren- 
dered clever dialogue and parodies to three en- 
cores and That Yodelling Rag was sung by Dora 
Andreae and chorus. 


Eddie Foley was clever in his impersonation 
of a waiter in this act, and his lines were sur- 
prisingly good. He was canned by the head 
waiter and when Fox and Ward came on for 
their scene with Phrynette Ogden they were 
waited upon by a Ohinaman—tall and lanky— 
and the quartette kept each other busy to the 
finale. As for the audience, they were indulg- 
ing in one long laugh, with perfec: justification. 

Fox and Stewart were the able principals, 
Miss Ogden rose to tragic heights (almost) in 
her denun:iation of them and their methods, 
and the Chinese waiter was kep: busy all the 
time. As I said before Fox and Stewart are a 
host in themselves, 

A good show. the chorus small (18). but effi- 
cient, songs above the average, and not an ob- 
jectionable word throughout. And if the pan- 
tomime and posturing in the Guerrilla Grab 
were offensive, the action of the audience on 
leaving was both offensive and callous. Actors 
must view with distaste an audience that in

The conglomeration of song, dance and fun 
deals with an Irish Devil, instinct with Satanic 
mischief, who provokes lots of amusing situa- 
tions with French Counts, English Lords, Ger- 
man Barons, etc. While the comedy is up-to- 
date, snappy, and «lever, it does not border on 
the vulgarity which seems to be connected in 
the public mind, with the burlesque stage. 
The cos:umes are attractive, and the changes 
frequent. Especially good are the en masse 
choruses in wh'ch the harmonious blend of col- 
ors is commendable. Among the mustcal num- 
bers, The Skeleton Rag and Amo, seemed to 
be the best suited, and they gave the chorus 
plenty of opportunity ‘o indulge in their orig- 
inal dances and applause winning antics. 


On the Road furnished amusement for the 
second part of the performance. The faintest 
semblance of a plot deals with a Trouping 
Troupe in a_ sleeper, and their en‘ertainng 
method of ‘‘beating’’ Harry Seyon, the Pullman 
conductor.

He is 
dressed in an automobile costume and is well 
disguised by a pair of heavy goggles. The oc- 
cupant of the room enters unbeard by the in- 
truder. The gentleman who is the victim of 
the intruder, takes a revolver from his pocket 
and lays it on a table. He calmly lights a 
cigarette and asks the thief if he is enjoying 
himself. The thief, surprised, turns about and 
quickly covers the owner of the apartment. 
However, that gentleman remains cool and tells 
the would-be hold up man to put bis gun away, 
and proves that he is sincere by pointing to the 
gun which he had placed on the table, when bad 
he felt so inclined he might have shvt the thief 
while hig back was turned. The gentleman tells 
him that the police are on his trail but to re- 
main cool. A policemen enters and finds the 
two gentlemen drinking together. He leaves 
them and the gentleman bids the thief go inte 
another room and change his clothes. The police 
man returns again just as the burglar leaves 
the room. The officer insists upon searching 
the house and is about to enter the room where 
the bandit has gone, whem a very feminine 
scream reaches our ears. The ‘‘cop’’ is sur- 
prised and at once gets wise to the fact that 
the burglar is a lady in disguise. However, 
a green-back from the gentleman of the room 
quiets him and he leaves. Then comes the. 
surprise of the act. The girl who was dis- 
guised in the auto costume comes Into the 
room and is recognized by the gen'leman, who. 
jerks a false moustache from his face re- 
vealing hig true self, Bill Jenks, crook. The 
girl is also a creok and an old sweetheart. The 
both agree to live the right kind of lives and 
settle down, when their conversation is rudely 
interrupted by Burns, a detective. And a 
very good detective be proves to be, though 
a trifle careless at just the right moment. 
Bill pretends to think that he has been doubled 
crossed by the girl, and swears to kill her. Of 
course it is all a frame-up, but it serves to 
throw the clever detective off the track. At 
a moment when Burns is off his guard, Bill 
rushes to an inner room, where the girl has 
gone to put on her hat and coat. A shot is 
heard and the girl staggers into the room and 
falls at the feet of the detective. Then enxves 
a hot chase, in and out of all sorts of doors 
and corners. At the climax, where Burns is 
out of the room, Bill hangs a rope out of am 
open window and attaches it to a hook on the 
window sill. As Bill rushes out of the room, 
the detective enters and thinking that hia 
risoner has escaped via the rope, starts down 
n pursuit. This has been Bill’s game from 
the start, but to the critic and close observer, 
he spoils a good climax by an impossibility. Te 
goes to the window and takes hold of the rope, 
on which the detective is supposed to be sliding 
to the ground, and with ene hand, lifts the 
rope over the hook, and a moment later Burns 
is heard to crash through the sky-lights of the 
adjoining building. The climax will be Improved 
when Burns is sent to earth by the rope being 
eut, instead of lifted off of a large hook, which 
is very near impossible. Each artis: plays his 
part with a certain style and originality which 
is pleasing in every respect. The act is a 
good story, and as acted by this company, 
worthy of a spot on any Dill.

PROPOSE. NEW BOOTH LAW 


Sweeping Amendment to Grady Law Regulating Moving Picture 
Booths in New York State Offered—Amendment Favors Exhib- 
itors, and Its Passage Should be Urged by Managers 


New York, March 9 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Important and sweeping amendments 
are being suggested for the Grady booth law now 
governing the construction of motion picture 
operators’ booths in New York State. The 
Grady law is an old piece of legislatien passed 
evidently in’ the interest of one booth manu- 
facturer and without any regard for the con- 
venience or even the safety of the exhibitors 
and picture theatre audiences whom it would 
be supposed it was planned to protect and 

feguard. 

The bill now presented to the New York 
State Senate by Rovert F. Wagner changes 
several of the requirements of the Grady law 
and adds svveral which are of great importance 
to the safety of the public. According to the 
measures of the Grady law all motion picture 
booths must be seven feet high, have 48 feet 
of floor space for the firs: machine and 24 addi- 
tional square feet for each additional machine 
placed within the booth and must be constructed 
of angle iron throughout, walled in with as- 
bestos. 

The amendment suggested does away with the 
extreme unnecessary height, makes requisite an 
exit from the booth, also some means of ven- 
tilation to cool the atmosphere at all times 
and to serve to get rid of the smoke in case 
of fire and allows the use of any non-inflam- 
mable material for walls and any sufficiently 
strong frame for their support. 

The ordinance was prepared by Mr. Toblas A. 
Keppeler, counse] for the Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors’ Asseciation of Greater New York; 
Mr. Uper Wynkoop and Mr. John Collins. Mr. 
Wynkoop is of the Department of Gas, Water 
and Electricity of New York City and is well 
versed In the needs of exhibitors and the safe- 
ty of the public. 

Exhibitors in New York State should by all 
means do all in their power to effect the pas- 
sage of the amendment as it will enable them 
to obtain cheaper booths by the admission of

LONDON NEWS LETTER 


Sir George Alexander Suggests to London City Council the Advisa- 
bility of Having a Municipal Theatre—The Censor Question 


Still the Topic of Conversation in Theatrical Circles 


There was quite an interesting di-cussivn 
at the Lenden City Council meeting this week 
arising out of a suggestion made by Sir George 
Alexander, the well known actor-manager, who 
also finds thme for municipal work, to the 
effect that London ought to have a municipal 
theatre. He further went on to suggest that 
if Hammerstein's Opera House should come into 
the market then it would be the’ ideal place 
for London te secure for its own theatre. 
There was of course a little opposition te this 
from the puritanical element which has al- 
ways infested London's Parliament, but from 
the great majority of the Council the proposal 
was received with enthusiasm. it certainly 
would be a tremendous impetus to the ‘:siness, 
as a whole, if a theatre could be started under 
these auspices—always provided, of course, that 
it were run on business lines and not on those 
mapped ont by the cranks who want the national 
theatre—and the beautiful building erected by 
Hammerstein, right in the very heart of Lon- 
don would mest certainly be the place for such 
a venture. My own opinion is that the next 
few years will actually see the initiation of 
an enterprise ef this kind, 

Speaking of Hammerstein I might mention 
that his house is now full pretty well every 
night—at any rate in the cheaper parts. Tak- 
ing the advice of those who know London just 
a trifle better than he does he has made an 
all-round reduction in the price of seats and 
the change bas been followed at once by suc- 
cessful results. All the same he still says that 
even with the house full at present prices he fs 
running the place at loss—a statement I find 
hard to understand in view of the fact that 
be cannot be paying extremely high salaries to 
any of the artists now performing. Of course if 
the house is being run at a loss then he must 
either shut mp or continue to play the part of 
@ philanthrepist—with an eye on the goodwill 
of the business in case of a good offer to bny 
from another cencern. It is, therefore, inter- 
esting to nete that he has just decided on a 
summer season, thus throwing down the gage 
ef battle te Cevent Garden. This season will 

about the middle of April and last for 

t three months. Hammerstein says that 
he has been Induced to arrange this ‘‘owing to 
the suppert I have received from the advisory 
committee; supnort which has been adequate 
enough te enable me to hope that it will be 
Qnancial seccess. Among the members of this 
committee are the Duke of Argyll, the Duke of 
Norfolk. Howard de Walden and Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild." He also p-omises to present some 
new artistes equal to those with a cosmopolitan 
reputation, while of course keeping those like 
Felicia Lyne who have made big successes up 
to the present time. Ry the way the Countess 
of Radnor, ene of the most brilliant amateur 
masicians in this country, says of Miss Lyne 
that ‘‘she sings better than Patti did at the 
same age.’’ 

The censer eomedy still continues here. The 
latest is that of the new censor, Charles 
Brookfield, who has already brought a storm of 
indignation about his head, is to exercise his 
functions on a play of his own. This play is 
go other than the famons Dear Old Charlie, a 
play which has always been regarded us one 
of the riskiest @ver put before the public. So 
having declined to accent several plays recently 
that no ene cenld possibly obfect to. he will now 
have the pleasn-e of passing jndement on this 
little cameo ef bis own. His decision is await- 
ed with some little Interest. 

But only this week there has been a terrific 
eutcry againet his methods. The celebrated 
Bevelist. Eden Philpotts anbmitted a dramatized 
version of his famons novel, The Secret Woman. 
It was returned to him with some passages 
marked in bine pencil with the intimation that 
if these were ent out o- changed then the play 
would be passed. Philpotte refused to do 
either and thereon abont twenty of the most 
famons anthors and playwrights in England, tn- 
cluding Pinero. Henry Arthur Jones, Rarrie, 
Shaw. Jerome. Zanewill and Wells, In what may 
Prove to be an historic document wrote to the 
Papers a most emnhatic protest against the 
censorship in general and this action in particu- 
lar. They went further than this. It seems 
that arrangements had already been made for

Merital 
ig secretly, almost overtly, pleased at this turn 
of things. but, in a fatherlike manner he points 
out to Renee that she is making a big mis- 
take. Renee tells Mile. Merital and the latter 
is delighted wih the possibility of having a 
girl of her own age ag step-mother. In time 
the two boys, either old enough to marry Renee. 
hear the news and they, too, are discreetly 
pleased. This situation is quite novel. It 
could scarcely happen in real life, but Bern- 
stein is sufficiently skillful to make his audi- 
ence think it quite the natural thing; that 
such nice children are common as chicken-tracks 
in a barnyard; a very creditable thing, by the 
way. for him to be able to do. 

Merital is about to be named Prime Minis‘er 
of France, and it ig right about now that the 


those stories about him being a thief were true. 
Renee doesn’t kuow what she would do er say; 
furthermore, she tells him, there ts no use 
in her bothering with any such hypothetical 
question; he is not a thief, was mot one ever, 
so there. ‘‘But I am a thief,’’ Merital con 
fesseg humbly. ‘‘I am guilty of what they ae 
cused me of!’ Renee recoils frpm. 
of revulsion sweeping her off bér feet. 
tells her he is not worthy of her. 
veals, however, that circumstances made him a 
thief when be was a boy, and that he was never 
a thief at heart. in the end, with his two 
boys and his one daughter begging him to marry 
Renee, (who has forgiven Merital heartily now 
and is herself, like Barkis, entirely ‘‘willin’’S 
the story brings up happily. 

A skeleton of the plot reveals stractural 
weaknesses, but the flesh of words which 
Bernstein has wrapped about these bones covers 
up most of the defects perfectly. If the skele- 
tonized story appears inconsistent, the finished 
lay doesn’t, certainly while it Is being acted, 
Sedocencat care and thoughtful analysis might 
discover faults, but so artistically has the 
author woven his story, and so well de the im 
terpreters of it do their part of the work, that 
even the critic in the orchestra seatg fails at 
the time of acting to see any particularly vul- 
nerable spots. 

One particularly likes the scene where Renee 
confesses her love to Merital: it is brim-full of 
sentiment, almost pathos. And the confession 
scene ig strong in dramatic action and is well 
able to stand the strain of being the hinge to 
the plot, Finally, as one critic put it: “The 
closing scene, the most paradoxical of all, when 
the two grown sons and the daughter candidly 
urge their father to marry Renee, is not want- 
ing in a certain grandeur and is convincing 
in a way, as by that time the authot and the 
actors have us completely at their mercy. We 
have bern convinced, in spite of the fissureg and 
cracks in the beautiful edifice. We only ask 
to be allowed to believe that it Is real, and we 
do believe that.”’ 

Lucien Guitry, of Chantecler fame, appears 
as Merital, and the author owes him no little. 
With the vim of a veritable bull and the art 
of an A-No. 1 actor, he is eminently qualified 
to act the part, and he does act it, with as 
eclat very good to see. Mlle. Lely is just as 
good, in her way, as Renee. The two sons, the 
deughter, and two other characters—all in capa- 
ble hands—make a total of seven persomages 
in the play. : 

This play is the first since Apres Mol, the 
production of which at the Comedie-Francaise 
about a year ago, caused a series of riots, not 
to mention a whole string of duels in which 
Bernstein himself figured in two or three. The 
denionstration was aimed at Bernstein person- 
ally, on the grounds that the Comedy-Francaise 
is a government-subsidized theatre and that 
Bernstein had deserted from the army and 
said harsh things about the service, so had no 
claim on the government. Now, the character 
of Merital is just a bit suggestive of these 
difficn'ties of Bernstein’s. Merital had become 
a thief while a mere boy, almost forced into 
becoming such by circumstances, So did Bern- 
stein become a deser’er from the armr. He 
says so now. Like Merital he bas deeply paid 
for the one big error of his youth; like Merital 
he believed he had lived i¢ down by brilliant 
deeds: like Merital, he found that in thie he wae 
mistaken, for as soon as a gort of crowning 
honor was about to be placed upon him, he was 
denounced by enemies, hissed and hooted. 

I am inclined to believe that at least the 
first-night anilience thought something of all 
this, especially in the opening of Act IT., 
when Merital is the’ butt of jeerg and riotous 
howls. So that first night was a sort of ova- 
tion for Bernstein personally; he had the andi- 
ence with him; the andience seemed to feel they 
sort of owed it to him. 

L’Assaut is one of the two big successes of 
the year. The other is Primerose, the Gaston de 
Caillavet-Robert de Flers comedy at the Com- 
edie-Francaise. Just as a feeler I called by 
the Gymnase box-office this week and asked 
for a single orchestra seat fer two nights 
later, It was not to be had. I asked for two 
sents nearly two weeks off and conld not get 
them. The best I could do was for three weeks 
from the day I asked. Of course this {s not 
phenomenal if compared to conditions in New 
York, where advance sales are the rule. But 
here. where one is disconraged (or was until 
recently) from buying seats until the day one 
intended to use them, this is almost a record. 
Restand’s Chantecler had a ‘‘succesg de curt- 
osite’’ equal to this, but with L’Assant, it is 
purely and simply a case of desire to see 2 
strong pray.

cowards put out: most likely they are the 
Same cowards that wrote me the annonymous 
letters this morning.’ 

“Instantly the whole honse broke into thun- 
deroug applause and shouted: ‘Put them out!’ 
I walked off the stage almost fainting and 
the house kept ringing with applause for 
nearly ten minutes; then I became hysterical 
and they took me to my dressing-room, where 
after a short time I became restored and went 
home.

The State Fair Association of Louisiana will 

bold its seventh annual event at Shreveport, 
October 30 to November 6, inclusive. Though 
the time for the opening is stil seven months 
off, the preliminary pians for the big show are 
well under way.

They met and 
the association was formed and English wae ap- 
pointed manager. He booked the acts and ran 
the music end of it, and handled all corree- 
pendence, and it was a go from the very start, 
and in a short time there were 35 of the rinks 
in the cirenit.

GIRLS; IMPROVE YOUR FIGURE, 


I do not know of any better way of assisting 
girls to secure graceful figures than by urging 
them to participate from early youth to full 
maturity in a great variety of physical exer- 
cises, Including athletic sports and games. The 
attainment of physical perfection and an all- 
round development through gymnas‘ic training 
should be the ambition of every girl up to the 
oge of 25 years.

In its eas- 
fest form it is simply falling forward, and re- 
quires little or no effort, except to support 
one’s weight and keep the body balanced. It 
is easier than standing gtill and the little ef- 
ford that is made is felt in the thighs, legs 
and feet and the muscles of the arms, chest, 
abdomen and back are also involved. 

The narrow-hipped. slender-limbed figure is 
the one which all girls in their ‘teens should 
aspire to galn, since it will enable them to 
skate, dance and engage in those forms of ath 
letics and gymnastics that tend to try the wind 
and thus develop the heart and lungs. Roller 
skating. aside from its being one of the few 
sporta which girls can indulge in, affords a 
splendid opportunity for the cultivation of gvace 
and elegance of movement. Now that rink 
skating hag come in vogue every girl should 
try to realise the fact that roller skating as 
well as ite pleasure merits is valuable for its 
physical aid.

The second annual fair ef the Northern New 
Mexican Fair Association will 


fair, which was held last year, was remarkable 
for large exhibits and interest. The main ex- 
hibitlon building is 50x100 feet. The g.and- 
stand has a capacity of 1,000; the horse stalls 
and sheds number 30, while there are 8 cattle 
pens, There were seven car!oad exhibits of 
cattle last year. Among the improvements for 
this year will be the increasing of the capaci. 
of exhibit building by one-fourth. A new poul- 
try building. 30x50 feet and 30 additional stalls 
will be built. Fine arts and textile and fab- 
tics departments are important fea ures; the 
exhibits in these departments will be entered 
the dar preceding the first day of the fair. 
the judging will be done on the first day, and 
the exhibits installed on the forenoon of the 
second day. This arrangement will give the 
judges in these departments a much better op 
portunity to get close to the articles in judg- 
ing them and will be much more convenient. 
Special premiums are the life of the live stock 
and agricultural and horticultural exhibits. 
‘These are contributed by the banks, merchants 
and public spirited individua’s in amounts and 
articles from $5 to $50, which added to the 
association premiums make a very nice premium 
for competition. C. O. Fisher is secretary. 


The 1912 dates for the annual fair of the 
Central Canada Exhibition Association, 
held at Ottawa, Can., bave not been definitely 
decided upon, and will be announced later. The 
1912 exhibition will be, as usual, an enter- 
prise mainly to premote agriculture and al- 
liet Interests. Between $17.000 and $20,000 
will be expended in prizes for horses, cattle.

the classics more. Me does this on the grounds 
that the public, being taxed to help support 
the Comedie, has a right to consideration, etc. 
These criticisms, as regular ag the sup rose 
every morning, appeared daily in Comaedia. At 
last they got on the nerves of the authors of 
Primerose, especially on those of M. Gaston de 
Calliavet, who, ome evening at the theatre 
ta M, Mas on the shoulder (M. Mas war 
warebing a performance, inside) and called him 
eut into the foyer. 

Bing! 


M. Mas received « slap in the face. A 
Hvely scuffie followed; then intervention by 
mutual friends and an exchange of cards. The 
wext morning the seconds of M. Mas called on 
M. de Caillavet, who in turn, directed them to 
cenfer with seconds of his choosing—MM. Robt. 
Beneud, a duellist and author, and M. Robert 
de Fliers, M. de Caillavet’s writing partner. 

The duel took _ at the Pare des Princes 
the next day. The fight was exceedingly fierce 
and it was thought for a time that one man or 
the ether would leave the field honorably, but 
dead. A mighty thrust on the part of de Cail- 
lavet passed between Mas’ arm and body, punc 
turing bis shirt. Doctors and seconds though! 
Mes run through and through. But he wasn't 
be came back vigorously and wounded de Call 
lavet in the wrist. That ended round one. 
Round two started off hotter than ever. Bot! 
lunged fiercely, de Caillavet finally wounding 
Mas twice in the forearm. The latter’s seconis 
stopped the duel, the principals leaving th: 
field of honor without making up. 

Ordinarily this would have settled the dif- 
feulty, but now it didn’t. The editor of Com 
aedia, commenting on the affair and upholding 
bie critic, declared that the conduct of M 
de Caillavet was such ag ‘“‘a butcher boy would 

diown.”” So M. de Caillavet’s second» 
Ppromptiy called on the editor. The latter's sec 
onds, with the author's seconds, declared what 
the editor said was no insult, or rather the 
editor’s seconds offered to leave it to a third 
arbiter which de Caillavet’s men refused to 
agree to. So this duel balked at the last 
winnte, thonzgh each of the principals ex 
Changed a few very sarcastic letters, each 
writing ome a day for several days. 

Even this did not settle the rumpus. People 
came forward, competent people, too, who 
asked if the right to criticise was not in the 
Dalance. Who was right? M. Mas or M. de 
GCalllavet? Partisang rallied quickly to either 
side, and they are still at it at the time of 
writing. One side claims that Mas was prompt 
ed by a personal animosity: others say he war 
mething of the sort; he simp’y felt that the 
Cemedie-Francaise was subsidized by the govern- 
ment to foster the classics which, but for this 
cash. wonld languish and perhaps die, since 
private managers of their own theatres make 
Mere money from modern pieces. 

The qnestion is really a pretty one; cer 
tainly there are arguments galore on either 
side. M. Claretie of the Comedie, for instance, 
Geelares: ‘‘Moliere, to commence with, playe: 
pieces at the Comedie just as long as ther 
paid. Later. Beaumarechais played The Mar- 
Fiage of Figaro to the exclusion of all else. 
even of Moliere. Le Lion Amourenx was such 
& enccess that it was played five times a week. 
while the plays of Henri Lavedan have often 
been similarly honored. In short, there ig no 
tradition at the Comedie on the subject; we 
follow but one rule, and that is to give the 
peeple what they want.”’ 

M. Claretie occuples a rather peculiar posi- 
them, however. He is at one and the same time 
@ private manager and a government official. 
He works for the government in that he directs 

fer'unes of a subsidized theatre, a so-called 
“government theatre.’’ But he works for a 
private business organization also, for the 
cipal actors and actresses at the Comedie 

@ stock company and share alike in the
